In claim 10, line 5, delete the term "to deliver." 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with respect 
to the amended claims 1 , 22 and 33, the prior art of record fails to disclose, teach or 
suggest a method and apparatus for treating tissue by irradiating to the tissue with 
diffuse, fluorescent light generated by laser pumped fluorescent material, the 
fluorescent light having spectral band, which matches the absorption characteristics of 
the tissue as presently claimed. Although the use of discharge fluorescent lamps is 
known in the medical art, the prior art of record fails to teach the step of providing 
therapeutically effective light generated by^a fluorescent material, wherein a laser 
source pumps the fluorescent material to generate the therapeutic energy as claimed.
